ORIGIN OF SCHOOL CREST 


In 1964, the Highlights cnd Echo jointly sponsored a survey of the Grade XII 
students, members of the first class to complete their high school in the first stage 
of the new Jasper Place Composite High School. The survey asked the students 
what they felt were the three words that best described the new school. 


The words which appeared most frequently were Progress, Vigour, and 
words and phrases denoting Tenacity. These, then, were selected as most ap- 
propriate to the spirit of Jasper Place Composite High. 


The committee, spearheaded by Mr. Mathew, then consulted Dr. Goerzen 
who gave us the Latin translation for tenacity as Pertinacia, vigour as Vigor, and 
progress as Progressio. These words are incorporated in the banner line at the 
bottom of the crest. 


Mr. Al. Oeming, owner of the Alberta Game Farm and one of the world’s 
leading authorities on animals, was asked to supply us with the names of the 
animals which would best depict our chosen characteristics. In consultation with 
the University, Mr. Oeming gave us the Grizzly Bear for the word tenacity, the 
Beaver for industriousness (the Beaver is also a Canadian symbol), and the 
Whooping Crane as the animal showing great progress. When one stops to 
consider the habits of these animals and their characteristics, one can certainly 
see that they are excellent choices. 


These three animals were to be mounted around a shield upon which were 
to appear symbols of the purpose of the school. The top of the shield bears the 
Book of Knowledge; the top right, the Lamp of Knowledge; the lower right the 
Academic side of our school, and the lower left the Vocational aspect of Jasper 
Place Composite High School. The Vocational aspect in this instance includes all 
the Technical subjects including Business Education. 


It was the intention to mot ~t the beaver on a crown, the crown to symbolize 
our past heritage and ties with Britain and our present association with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Permission to use the crown must come from the 
Queen. Through her agents this permission was sought. Unfortunately our 
request was refused. We therefore mounted the beaver on another symbol of 
scholastic achievement, the mortar board. 


Around the outside as decoration we chose to place fronds. The official 
Alberta flower, the wild rose, may be seen at the bottom of the shield. 


The colors chosen for this crest include the school colors of red, white and 
black. The other colors of yellow and brown were added to give the necessary 
coloring to complete the crest. 


SCHOOL MASCOT

After a distinguished career of 46 years Mr. Harry 
Malcolm is wrapping up his teaching days in a blaze of 
glory by his receiving of the Chemical Institute of 
Canada Award for Excellence in Teaching of High

British Columbia benefitted from his services during 
the years 1948 - 1957 where he taught in Ashcroft, 
Port Alberni, Ladner and Dunca. During his 33% years 
in Alberta Mr. Malcolm taught in Carmangay, 
Mechecke, Lethbridge, Hythe, Chinook, Standard, 
Stony Plain and Jasper Place. He is one of the original 
teachers of J.P.C.H.S., beginning his career when the 
doors of the original building opened in 1961. 

Mr. Malcolm's principal hobbies are gardening and 
electronics and we wish him well in pursuing these 
interests when he leaves us in June to retire to 
Kelowna, B.C. 

Congratulations, Mr. Malcolm, on your outstanding 
career and on your award this year. May you enjoy 
many years of happiness in the beautiful area to 
which you are retiring. We know many students will 
remember you in the years to come, and whenever 
J.P. Graduates get together it won't be long before 
someone can be heard to say in a fondly manner, “Do 
you remember when Mr. Malcolm... ?"

THE YEAR IN RETROSPECT 

It was a big year for Drama at J.P. A total of eight 
plays of varying types were produced with more 
students than ever before involved in the plays giving 
proof of the wide range of talent of the J.P. student 
body. It also marked the first full year in the newly 
renovated theatre. Here are some of the highlights. 

Probably the largest cast ever to assemble in such a 
small space could be the catch-word of the opening 
production of THE MADWOMAN OF CHAILLOT, 
which began rehearsals as soon as school opened in 
September. Twenty eight people including two 


teachers made up the cast of the wealthy, the greedy, 
the poor and the enchanted characters of this classic 
play of post Second War France. We all felt with the 
Countess when she madeher final exit after having 
disposed of all the world’s evil people. It was a clear 
case of goodness triumphing over evil. We shall always 
remember this play. 


As asurprise change of pace we were entertained by 
a contrasting selection of a mystery thriller in 
SORRY, WRONG NUMBER and the make-believe 
style of PULLMANCAR HIAWATHA. These two 
one-acts had the simple purpose of giving Drama 
students in class an opportunity to perform in a play 
where they might otherwise not get the chance. We 
were not disappointed in their efforts and can recall 
the role played by Jan Black as the bed-ridden invalid 
in SORRY, WRONG NUMBER as a memorable 
experience. 

We had ambitions of grandeur in selecting two 
controversial styles in doing THE LESSON 
ON THE HARMFULNESS OF TOBACCO. 
Our intent was to raise funds for paying off the old 
Citadel Theatre seats which adorn our Theatre, as 
well as building up the Drama coffers for future 
productions. Unfortunately neither of these incentives 
seemed to motivate attendance as we played to less 
than half-full houses. If people only knew how much 
work it takes to put on a play they might be more 
appreciative of what they have. At any rate, those who 
did show up got a taste of Checkov comedy and 
Ionesco absurd drama. 


J.P. Drama got national publicity through 
DRAMATICS, a national magazine about drama in 


High Schools. It published pictures and a descriptive 
article on how the Theatre at J.P. came about. 


Spring always arouses the spirit of Drama 
throughout the Edmonton High Schools One-Act 
Festival and J.P. was again represented very well. The 
Festival was bigger and better than ever what with 
eighteen entries — three entered by J.P. We were 
determined to get something out of the Festival what 
with two plays being selected to represent the Ed- 
monton Zone this year. BEFORE BREAKFAST 
directed by Jan Nolan and played by Reva Devins 
became the adjudicators choice, and we prepared for 
Banff. We all felt happy as regardless of the result, 
everyone gave their best and with a winner the effort 
seemed well worth while. It was on to Banff and a 
sharing with other zones our thoughts, hopes and 
ideas of Drama. This marked a second year in suc- 
cession that J.P. became the Edmonton representative 
which has something to say about something. 


Innovation became an IN thing this year with J.P. 
Drama. A video-tape recorder and monitor created 
the experience of improving our errors through self 
observation. The T.V. camera should be a must in all 
Drama rooms of the future. 


And so we say farewell to any talented students 
who gave three years of dedication, talent, effort and 
pride. Some of the more prominent graduates who left 
their mark in Drama are: Jan Nolan, Mike McKinlay, 
Jean Waite, Allan Newbert, Sharon Hughes, Dave 
Watson, Jane Schoettle and Alex McCready to 
mention a few. May they always remember J.P. for the 
pleasant moments of Drama which they helped to 
create.
